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INTRODUCTION 


This is a bibliography of books and papers that I assembled for my own 
use, that is, the geographically-determined portion of the herpetological lite- 
rature necessary to work on the evolutionary systematics of the land and 
iresh-water reptiles of South America. 


Thus, the geographical scope is basically the continent and the shelf 
islands, and I have tried to include any and all references to reptiles inside 
this area. 


Although South American reptiles form a remarkably self-contained fauna, 
many taxa occur in other regions. I include extra-limital reference to genera 
and species when rele, .nt to the understanding of the systematics of South 
American forms, i.e., all synonyms, generic and specific, and taxonomic 
discussions (extra-limital distributional and ecological data I have left out). 
This has led me frequently into Central America, less frequently into North 
America, Africa, and Asia. Oceanic islands belonging politically to South 
America (Galapagos, Fernando- Noronha) have been occasionally included 
but only for the same reasons as the other continents. 


Here, then, lies the first weak point of this bibliography. I have found 
Many unexpected and important notes in Central American papers not 
recorded in relation to South America; I expect that many more have gone 
undetected, as I did practically all of this work in Brasil without the indis- 
pensable facilities for a systematic search of the literature. 


A second question related to the scope of the work is that of subject. 
As stated, I tried to include all references to South American specimens, 
however meager the data. I have also attempted to offer complementary 
information on localities, e.g., travel reports of expeditions, papers on other 
branches of Zoology discussing collectors’ itineraries, etc. 


} have left out purely anatomical papers, but included those that do or 
might rd elements or clues to the elucidation of relationships between 
species 0. -nera. This is again an-area of weakness of the bibliography, as 
cur access :o the anatoniical literature is far from ideal. The same criterion 
has been used for cytological and biochemical papers: karyotypic and electro- 
fhoretic information useful to the understanding of systematics and evolution 
below the family level is included, but not purely genetical or biochemical 
studies that just happened to be made on South American reptiles. Bicephaly 
and color aberrations in snakes have been included for statistical purposes. 


Keeping evolutionary biology in mind, I included all the ecological and 
Eehavioral information I could find, even that in the guise of very general 
cr incidental natural history notes. To this effect I searched both travel books 
(a dreary task) and the amateur journals. Of the latter I omitted all that is 
not behavior with plausible application to natural condition. In both cases, 
and especially in that of the aquarium and terrarium journals, my coverage 
has been of course imperfect. 


Finally, I unselfishly tried to do my best for the nomenclaturists. No 
other part of the bibliography took as much time, effort, patience and 
expense as tracking down old books without any contribution other than a 
different spelling of a couple of generic names; in most cases | beiieye the 
authors in question to have been guiltless, the blame falling squarely on 
novelty-eager, legalisticallyminded later writers. Be that as it may, in this 
department I must also have come short on my goal. Although I had the 
use of several fine libraries, especially those of the Museum of Comparative 
Zoology, the American Museum of Natural History and the United States 
National Museum, and the unsparing help of the respective staffs, I had 
little time to spend in each, and could do nothing there but trace second hand 
references. For the same reason I am not able to present biographical sketches 
of at least the more important authors. 


I have gone into the shortcomings of my work at some length, not out 
of despair or false modesty — I believe this to be a useful bibliography — 
but to give a correct perspective to my readers, and to point out the areas 
ef required improvement. 

I started my work by carding all references to South American forms 
in Boulenger’s Catalogues. I carded at once all papers available in S. Paulo 
and sent for the remainder: with the exceptions duly noted, I have read 
all the works cited in this book and have copies of them at hand. In complet- 
ing abbreviated citations found in the literature I used of course the Cata- 
logue of the British Museum (Natural History) Library. Next I complemented 
my card file by checking the Zoological Record and the Archiv fiir Natur- 
geschichte, from volume 1 to date. Naturally, I checked the bibliographies 
of all papers seen, and the indexes of all journal volumes used, This revealed 
much unsuspected material, some locally obtainable, but much that had to 
be ordered abroad. It also revealed a large amount of incorrect citations, 
very hard to run down and to put into correct perspective. 

When, with the invaluable help af our own library staff, I had exhausted 
all local resources and had received part of the literature not available in 
Brasil, I started writing the comments, in the possible chronological order. 
I should have waited until everything was at hand before starting. The largest 
part of the missing items was comprised of old works, so the chronological 
order was faulty from the beginning. As I am attempting to present as 
integrated a pattern as possible of the creation and dissemination of knowledge 
on South American reptiles, the work of cross-referencing was made more 
difficult and certainly less perfect by the delay in filling important gaps, 
especially in the late eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries. 

While writing the comments I again checked the lists of references 
of each paper at hand, and found out that I had overlooked some titles. | 
expect this second check, made while writing interesting or boring comments, 
both of which divert the attention, was also incomplete, but have not had 
the heart for a third one. 

However, I am not unduly concerned about the missing titles. Some 
of them are bound to be relatively important, but I am sure these will be 
very few. Almost exerything that was difficult to obtain (which means not 
available at the Museum of Comparative Zoology, at the American Museum 
of Natural History and at the U.S. National Museum), or that was overlooked 
in the first check, turned out to be of little value. In fact, a good working 
bibliography could have been written in two years. A sizeable part of what 
I have to say in my comments is nothing but warnings about irrelevant 
publications. This I do not regret, and even consider a positive side of my 
work, if it saves people the time and trouble I had in chasing incorrect and 
incomplete citations and in obtaining useless information. And, after all, 
what is the use of commenting on the yalue of Boulenger’s work?

This book is arranged chronologically, and the authors alphabetically 
within any given year. Papers by the same author in the same year are 
arranged chronologically again, but no great effort has been made to ascertain 
non-obvious cases. These papers (same author, same year) are not indivi- 
dually identified, so theoretically cross-references may be ambigous; in practice 
there is no problem. 


What is the rationale behind my comments? First, I try to give the 
reader grounds on which to decide whether or not to look at a paper not 
immediately available to him. I do not think any bibliography should try to 
go beyond this in abstracting papers, because the usefulness of information 
depends so much on nuances of interest and of capability to use. Thus, in 
many cases, I have felt that citation of the title of the paper was sufficient 
for my ends; the authors may be sure I am appreciative. 


As professional taxonomists are going to make up the bulk of my public, 
I have stressed the descriptions of new genera, species and subspecies, and 
haye added, within parentheses, the status of each taxon at the date of 
writing. The latter is short-lived information, and, as it has added a consi- 
derable load to the writing, I have had hesitations about it. However, my 
own use of the script in progress, and E. E. Williams’s opinion on_ its 
usefulness have persuaded me to keep this feature. 

I have also attempted to give for each entry information not explicitly 
contained in the work itself. This refers chiefly to the matter of dates, 
frequently omitted or given incorrectly or imprecisely, not only in old books, 
but also annoyingly enough in quite modern journals. I tried hard to elucidate 
all cases that I noticed or suspected, and the ways in which a conclusion was 
reached are explicit in the comments on books. In the case of journals, the 
Index will direct the reader. 


Along the same line of thought I have tried to bring together works 
linked by complementation, dispute, or any other important feature held in 
common. This has been done, in the more important and well-defined 
cases, by assembling in a single comment all the information (see, for 
example, Duméril, Bibron & Duméril, 1834) and by referring the other entries 
tc the chief one; in less important cases, reference is made through the Index. 

The bibliographical citations do not adhere exactly to any extant system, 
but do hope to be sensible, and I do not think they will present any problems. 
I am writing for working zoologists like myself, not for bibliographers, nor 
for the secretaries of biochemists. 


Finally, the Index. It is obviously redundant. I intend my work, as said 
to present as integrated a pattern of the research on South American reptiles 
as possible, and so I prefer too much to too little. Entries include authors, 
senior and junior, names of people cited in the titles of works or in my 
comments, and expeditions by name of sponsor, leader or ship. Not mentioned 
are printers and publishers, muscums and other institutions when not connected 
with expeditions, and names of authors of taxa cited in the titles of papers. 


The references in the index are made to year of publication, and not 
to page of this book. This allowed me to prepare the index pari passu with 
the text, and to save much proof-reading. Since I found some new information 
on dates of publication, I advise readers in doubt to examine neighboring 
citations of the author in which they are interested. 


It should be apparent, by now, that the preparation of this bibliography 
involved much subjective choice in all its aspects. This is of course a feature 
of all scientific work, and eminently so in the case of compilations. In the 
particular case of zoological bibliography the many non-intellectual constraints, 
the pressure for accuracy, and the raw-rubbing contact with preciosity and 
futility tend to lead the writer too far in the direction of his own idiosyn- 


cracies. This is a matter not only for personal discipline, but also for critical 
advice. To my friends who sampled this work in preparation I am much 
indebted, not forgetting the usual disclaimers about the remaining faults. 


The course I adopted in planning this work turned out not to be the 
best, but I realized this too late to change; the worst defect was my failure 
to keep proper track of all the people who helped me to obtain bibliogra- 
phical materials and information, and to translate difficult texts. I frankly 
did not expect to need so much, and now find myself in the uncomfortable 
position of being unable to specifically acknowledge invaluable help received 
from many persons and institutions. Thus I am forced to omit in order to 
avoid worse omission, and to present only a general acknowledgment: I here 
record my heartfelt gratitude to the legion of colleagues and librarians who 
gave unselfishly of their time and effort to help this venture. 


In atonement for my involuntary discourtesy, and to help discharge an 
old and ever-present debt, I dedicate this book to the men who helped me 
in the late forties to start what is today a very satisfactory, and communally 
used, herpetological library. In time I came to meet and become a friend of 
Bogert, Dunn, Hartweg, Klauber and Schmidt. But in those early days I 
knew nobody, and simply wrote very provincial and self-satisfied letters to 
every herpetologist I could think of, requesting literature. Many generously 
sent their own papers, but the men to whom this work is dedicated went 
beyond, and, in the spirit of their country and time, donated large collections 
of duplicates — the nucleus of our reprint library.

The International Code of Zoological Nomenclature adopted by the XV 
International Congress of Zoology, London, July 1958, second edition 
(published London, 1964) reads: 


“Article 3. Starting point. — The tenth edition of Linnaeus’s Systema 
Naturae marks the beginning of the consistent general application of bino- 
minal nomenclature in zoology. The date 1 January 1758 is arbitrarily assigned 
in this Code as the date of publication of that work and as the starting 
point of zoological nomenclature. Any other work published in 1758 is to 
be treated as having been published after that edition”. 

The Systema, as its full title very explicitly states, is a general classifi- 
cation of all natural beings, with short diagnoses, synonymies, and distri- 
butional data. Of paramount importance, it consistently adopts a binominal 
system of nomenclature. The tenth edition contains in its Classis III, Amphibia, 
61 names of Jand and freshwater reptiles applicable to South American 
species; of these only 5 are described without reference to actual specimens, 
being based on older authors (Seba, Gronoyius, Scheuchzer, Brown). Of the 
remaining 56 names, 7 are published for the first time in the Systema; all 
cthers had been treated before, and more extensively, in previous Linnean 
works. Ample information on Linnaeus’s herpetological materials and publi- 
cetions are found in Lénnberg (1896, 1899), Andersson (1900), Holm (1957), 
and Klauber (1941).

Naturlyke Historie of uitvoerige Beschryving der Dieren, Planten 
en Mineraalen, volgens het Semenstel van den Heers Linnaeus. 37 
vols. Amsterdam: published by the author. 


The amphibians and reptiles are dealt with in part 1 of volume 6, 
published in 1764 (date on the title page). Houttuyn closely follows Linnaeus’s 
system and nomenclature, but the book is a substantive one, based on 
Houttuyn’s own collection: “While writing my Natural History, which took 
me nearly 30 years, I bought and collected all sorts of objects relating 
thereto, not only for study, but also as an example for my figures”. (Houttuyn, 
1786, apud Engel, 1952:294). Numerous South American species are treated, 


many obviously from nature, but no new forms are described. Some of the 
woodcuts are quite good for the time.

This little book is arranged in dictionary form; the “quadrupédes et 
reptiles” form the first part. The descriptions are naive, there is little ecolo- 
gical information, and the names are not available, as it is quite obvious 
that there is no consistent binominality, as ruled by the International Commis- 
sion on Zoological Nomenclature (1963, Opinion 660), after some dispute 
(Wermuth, 1956, 1958; Mertens & Wermuth, 1961) over the name Testudo 
terrestris, that would antedate Testudo fimbriata (now Chelus); Holthuis 
(1961) called attention to the unavailability of the names.

The eleventh edition of the Systema, published in 1762, is a pirated 
one, very inferiorly printed, and by general consensus omitted from the 
systematic literature. The twelfth edition is the last one printed during 
Linnaeus’s lifetime. It adds 5 South American species to the list of the tenth 
edition, and changes one name. 


The Classis III, Amphibia, has been reprinted in fascimile, in 1963, by 
The Ohio Herpetological Society.

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This is a very interesting and well written experimental work on the 
venoms (or their lack) of Austrian amphibians and reptiles, preceded by a 
general classification of the “Amphibia”. Many names are proposed; some 
are new, others are substitutes for Linnean names; some are based on the 
literature, mostly on Seba’s Thesaurus, others on specimens actually examined. 
There are many more genera than in the Systema Naturae, so naturally many 
of them are presently valid. In the case of South American reptiles, 6 genera 
are proposed, of which 4 are currently used. 

In the title of the book the author’s name is in the genitive; the nomi- 
native has been diversely interpreted as Laurentus and Laurentius (latinized 
forms of Lorenz). The International Commission on Zoological Nomenclature 
has ruled (1957, Direction 65) that the name be cited as “Laurenti”. 

Stejneger (1933) comments on the crocodiles and (1936) on the types 
cf Laurenti’s genera. The books was reprinted in fac-simile by A. Asher 
in 1966.

This is a very different work from Fermin’s previous Histoire Naturelle 
(1775). It is a broad geographical treatise on the then explored parts of 
Surinam. The amphibians and reptiles are the subject of one chapter (vol. 2, 
chapter 21, pp. 201-247). Many species are described, a large part at least 
from personal acquaintance, but there is very little useful information. Many 
forms are referred to Seba and to other pre-Linnean authors. The Latin names 
are not available.

This dictionary is often cited by contemporary authors. It is engaging 
and instructive when dealing with European subjects, but its articles on 
South American reptiles are pure uncritical compilation. Fortunately it does 
not use binominal scientific names, not even in the table at the end of 
volume 9, and so has been rejected for nomenclatural purposes by Opinion 
89 of the International Commission on Zoological Nomenclature. 

For the dates of the several editions see the Catalogue of the British 
Museum Library.

In this general work on Chile, Abbott Molina cites two reptiles: Lucerta 
palluma and Coluber aesculapii. The former is probably recognizable as what 
is called today Phymaturus palluma and attributed to Molina, in spite of his 
spelling of the generic name as “Lucerta” (Italian) instead of “Lacerta” 
(Latin). See the comments by Donoso-Barros & Cardenas (1962). 


Walbaum, J. J. 


Chelonographia oder Beschreibung einiger Schildkréten nach 
natiirlichen Urbildern. (6) + 132 pp. Liibeck und Leipzig: Johann 
Friedrich Gleditsch. 

This is a rather disorganized and repetitive small book. It contains 
what was considered for a long time a valid original description of Testudo 
tabulata and Testudo verrucosa; the former is a synonym of Geochelone 
denticulata (L.) and the latter would displace Callopsis punctularia (Daudin). 
The names are obviously invalid, as they are only cited passim as translations 
of the vernacular names, but the descriptions must be taken into account.

The first 296 pages of this book are an enormously erudite and leisurely 
review of all aspects of cheloniology. The systematic part treats only 18 
species, two of which are in our area, Testudo denticulata and T. fimbriata 
(the original description of Chelus fimbriatus).

Weigel was much preoccupied with accurate descriptions, and took pains 
to define his measurements and scale counts. The paper contains comments 
on many South American species, and on the works of Linnaeus and Laurenti.

The Encyclopédie Méthodique is a modified version, published by the 
house of Pancoucke, of Diderot and d’Alembert’s great encyclopedia. It 
comprises 196 volumes, issued between 1782 and 1832. Herpetological matters 
zre dealt with by Daubenton and by Bonnaterre (1789, 1790). Vhe dates of 
publication were ascertained by Sherborn & Woodward (1893). 

Daubenton’s work is based on the literature of the time (of course 
heavily pre-Linnean) and contains no taxonomic novelties; consequently it 
is not often cited nowadays. Nevertheless, it was an influential work and set 
the style for the many dictionnaries and similar works published in Europe 
in the late eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries. This is why I transcribe 
the instruction to readers (p. 705).

These lists, unlike later disserta- 
tions (Thunberg, 1823), are accompanied by notes. 


Of interest to South America are, in part one, “Donatio 1744. Caroli 
Gyllenborgi”, “Donatio 1745. Adolphi Friderici, principis ...”, and “Donatio 
1747. Claudii Grill”, in part two only the “Donatio 1749 et sequentibus annis 
Jonae Alstrémer”. 

Lénnberg (1896), from whose paper I took these notes, revised the 
extant materials, so the original work is not indispensable, except in what 
regards Coluber strigilis (now Thamnodynastes), whose original description 
is on part 2.

The Avertissement to this book reads: 

“M. le Comte de Buffon travaillant, dans ce moment, a I’Histoire des 
Cétacées, ainsi qu’a compléter celle des Quadrupédes Vivipares & des Oiseaux, 
desirant de voir terminer l'Histoire Naturelle générale & particuligre, & sa 
santé ne lui permettant pas de s’occuper de tous les détails de cet Ouvrage 
immense dont son génie a concu le vaste ensemble d’une maniére si sublime, 
& exécuté les principales parties avec tant de gloire, il a bien voulu me 
charger de travailler 4 |’Histoire Naturelle des Quadrupédes Ovipares & des 
Serpens, que je publie aujourd’hui”. 

This is the first attempt at a general account of all known reptiles and 
emphibians. Belonging to the Buffon ensemble (whose “suites” were also 
enormously influential in later times), based on the rich Paris collections 
(then the Cabinet du Roy), and written by a well-liked person, it was a great 
success from the beginning. It underwent several translations and adapta- 
tions (see the British Museum Catalogue) and was only superseded in 
influence by the Erpétologie Générale, whose first volume appeared in 1837. 

It is a useful book in interpreting obscure references by old authors. 
Otherwise, its present interest is only historical. The illustrations are in 
general poor, the descriptions have little relevance, the bibliographical refe- 
rences are heterogeneous, and the large body of anecdotes rather uncritically 
gathered. From the yiewpoint of South American herpetology it solves no 
important problems of classification or identification. 

Brongersma (1972) has argued very forcibly that this work should be 
rejected for nomenclatorial purposes, and I think he is perfectly right. 

The first volume (1788) deals with the crocodilians, chelonians, amphi- 
kians, and lizards. The second volume, published in 1789, contains the 
snakes (amphisbaenians included) and additions to the other groups. Schneider 
(1789) criticized the turtles.

The first volume (Erpétologie, xxviii + 70 pp., 12 plates, 
1789) contains the amphibians and the reptiles exclusive of the snakes; the 
second volume (xliv + 176 pp., 42 plates, 1790), the Ophiologie, as then 
conceived. There is no original contribution. The plates are especially bad, 
apparently poor copies of older authors. See Klauber (1945). 


Gmelin, J. F.

This, called by the author a thirteenth edition of Linnaeus’s Systema 
Naturae, is in reality a different book, although following the same format. 
Hopkinson (1908:1036) shows that, although the title page of volume III 
says “1788”, the actual date of publication is 1789. In practice the correction 
makes no difference. 

A list correlating Gmelin’s names to present usage is greatly time-saving 
when one deals with authors in this early phase of herpetology. It was 
then usual to propose new names (thought to be more descriptive, or 
grammatically more correct) for species already known. In many cases the 
authors referred to Gmelin’s names.

This is a rare work, and the only copy I have seen does not allow 
for easy citation. I here follow Sherborn (1902), the British Museum Library 
(my example of the Beitraege, a xerographic copy from the US National 
Museum, is made up exactly as the BM one) and, naturally, Merrem’s own 
prefaces to the first and third fascicles of this and to his 1809 paper. The 
work was intended to be a quarterly devoted to the adequate description 
and illustration of rare animals, plants, and minerals. Due to Merrem’s ill 
health and to the political troubles of the time, only the two first fascicles 
came out, in “Duisburg and Lemgo”, in 1790. I haven’t been able to locate 
a copy of this edition of the second fascicle, The third fascicle, entitled 
“Beitraege zur Geschichte der Amphibien, drittes Heft”, was published in 
Essen in 1821; it contains corrections to the previous fascicles and a contri- 
bution to the herpetology of the Cape of Good Hope. The second fascicle 
was republished in 1829, as “Beitraege zur Geschichte der Amphibien, zweites 
Heft, zweite Auflage”. There are other dates cited in the literature, but 
they may be mistakes (see, for instance, my comments to Duméril, Bibron 
& Duméril, 1834-1854). 

The first two fascicles (47 pages and 12 plates each) were published 
at the expense of the author. The third (ii + 141 pages, errata, plates 5-12) 
was published by Baedeker. 
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Eleven South American snakes are treated in the first two fascicles, 
and again in the third.

Volume 1 (1800: xxxii + 524 pp., 28 pls.) contains the introductory 
part, the turtles, the crocodilians, and the beginning of the lizards. Volume 
Z (1800: xx + 552 pp., 40 pls.) completes the lizards, as then understood, 
includes all the amphibians and ends with the two-legged lizards, thus 
completing Lacépéde’s first volume. 

Volume 3 (1801: xxvi + 453 pp., 30 pls.), volume 4 (1802: xx + 298 
pp., 48 pls.) and volume 5 (1802: viii + 200 pp., 21 pls.) correspond to 
Lacépéde’s Serpens.

A large part of Schneider’s materials was in the collection of the 
famous physician Lampe, which was later transferred to the museum of the 
University of Breslau, as stated by Gravenhorst (1851), who reviewed the 
materials. 

Both volumes were reprinted in facsimile (“editio anastatica”) by A. 
Asher & Co., Amsterdam, in 1968, without notes or comments.

volume, published in December, 1801 (see Daudin, 1801, vol. 1: 339; Harper, 
1940; Klauber, 1945). 


The first volume (xxii + 280 pp., 12 unnumbered plates) contains the 
turtles, the crocodilians and part of the lizards. Volume 2 (332 pp., 20 pls.) 
finishes the lizards and contains the amphibians. Volume 3 (335 pp., 6 pls.) 
deals with the snakes. Volume 4 (410 pp., 13 pls.) contains additions and 
corrections. 


According to the “avertissement”, Latreille wrote the natural history 
“des Tortues, des Lézards, des Grenouilles, des Crapauds, des Raines et des 
Serpens”, and Sonnini the salamanders and the “Discours préliminaire”.

Many names are proposed 
as new (“Nobis”), but few have been employed in the subsequent literature. 
Of importance to us is the original description of Coluber bicinctus (now 
Hydrodynastes). The names not noted as new are usually not explicitly 
assigned to previous authors, but do not present real difficulties; however, 
the data offered are not sufficient (in the absence of specimens) to check 
the identifications.

(both in 1799) and in the Mémoires des Savans Etrangers de l'Institut. 

In this, the final version, after an eminently sensible discourse on method, 
the orders of reptiles and amphibians are diagnosed, and next the genera, 
with examples of species.

This is an extremely interesting paper, containing a consideration of 
snake poisoning and its treatment, such as could be expected at the time, 
but also a detailed and very sensible blueprint for research on venomous 
snakes and their systematics. 

Calda’s “Semanario” was apparently an appreciated but very scarce 
work, as the British Museum Catalogue does not even cite it, and the Grande 
Encyclopédie Larousse states that a new edition was published in 1849 by 
Laserre, in Paris, based on a copy belonging to Humboldt. Lozano’s article 
in the new edition is not divided into fascicles, but otherwise reprinted 
without changes besides some small errors of transcription. The only major 
change is in the title of the book, that changed from “Semanario del Nuevo 
Keyno de Granada” to “Semanario de la Nueva Granada”.

This, as the next below, is an article in the same vein as the 1790 
Beitraege (q.v.). 


Two species are described and figured, one lizard and one snake. For 
the lizard (“die Borckische Eidechse”) no Latin name is given, but Merrem 
(1820) himself later considered it a synonym of Lacerta striata Daudin (now 
Kentropyx); W. Peters (1870:64) brought the old name back into nomen- 
clature as Centropyx borckiana. The snake (“die lange Viper”) is Lachesis 
muta (L).

Oppel, a brilliant student of Duméril, died very young (Duméril, Bibron 
& Duméril, 1835). He did not leave any sizeable work at the species level, 
but proposed an excellent general classification of the reptiles. 


The first paper cited is a partial pre-publication of the final work. The 
keys and diagnoses are in Latin, the comments in French; in the book the 
latter are in German. The differences between the two texts are minimal 
and wholly irrelevant. 

The Annales article is in a volume dated 1810, but Sherborn (1914) 
showed that it was published in 1811. 


Oppel’s classification was well received and influential. Of immediate 
interest to South America are the diagnoses of Typhlops and of Tortrix, 
which antedates Anilius but was preoccupied.

A very important monograph, influential at the time, with an excellent 
review of the literature and descriptions of many new species, especially 
South American ones; Chelydra is first diagnosed here. The work is divided 
in three parts, an introduction, a descriptive catalogue of the turtles then 
known, and more detailed descriptions of the new and little known species. 


1813 
Humboldt, A.

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The Recueil, part of the “Voyage aux régions équinoxiales du Nouveau 
Continent, fait en 1789-1804, etc”, in 24 volumes, has a somewhat complicated 
publication history, described by Sherborn (1899). There is a German contem- 
porary edition, but the French text is the original. 

In the present article, the first in the second volume of the zoological 
part, Crotalus cumanensis, and Crotalus loeflingii are described, both from 
Cumana, Venezuela. There is also a digression on the zoogeography of the 
poisonous snakes of the world.

This is the volume called by English writers the “Personal Narrative”. 
I have not seen the original French edition, but used Hauff’s (1859-1860)

nisés. Palermo: edition of the author. 


In this general system of the universe the reptiles are treated on pages 
73 to 77. Orders and families are diagnosed, genera simply listed. Peters & 
Orejas-Miranda (1970) consider Tiphlops Rafinesque as an emendation of 
Typhlops Oppel. Rafinesque makes no such comment, and I consider the 
spelling a lapsus calami, and dismiss the synonym. 


1816 
Blainville, H. de 


Prodrome d’une nouvelle distribution systématique du régne 
animal. Bull. Sci. Soc. Philomat. Paris 1816: 105-124. 


The system is presented as “tableaux analytiques”, i.c., keys running to 
up to three categories below Order. De Blainville explicitly avoids a formal 
ncmenclature, but many genera are discussed in foot-notes, at times with lists 
of species. These discussions are both relevant and nomenclatorially valid. 


Oken, L. 


Lehrbuch der Naturgeschichte. Dritter Theil: Zoologie. Zweite 
Abtheilung: Fleischthiere. xvi + 1270 pp. Leipzig: C. H. Reclam. 
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This is a book of much historical importance, but a difficult one to 
read on account of the structure of the system and of the form of citation. 
Cken’s (1817) comparison of his system with Cuvier’s helps some but not 
entirely to solye the difficulties. 


The work is a series of nested diagnoses, almost a running key. Below 
“Ordnung” (Order), Oken used 5 explicit categories, of which only 4 
named: Sippschaft, Gattung, Art and Abart. The first two he (1817) equated 
with Cuvier’s family and genus. Below genus, he has frequently Latin names, 
preceded by letters (a, b, etc.); these should very probably be considered as 
subgenera, although the application of their initials to the species is not 
entirely consistent. 


The concept of “Art”, etymologically “species”, that is usually the central 
category in useful books of this age, is here the confusing one. Many times 
it is unambiguous: only one form is included. Other times, though, there is 
a whole list of Latin names, with diagnoses and localities, inside the para- 
graph headed by “Art”. This could be interpreted as a list of varieties, but 
for the fact that the category “Abart” — variety — is frequent. The only 
conclusion I can reach is that, for Oken, “Art.” was at times a single species, 
at others a species group; which, incidentally, is a concept that is returning 
to vogue. 

A very large number of forms is cited, but without reference to author 
or collection. Of course many of these are recognizable, because other authors 
names are maintained and the descriptions transcribed or obviously adapted. 
In many cases, however, it is impossible to judge whether we deal with a 
previously described species or a novel concept. 

The International Commission on Zoological Nomenclature debated at 
length the dilemma posed by the Lehrbuch: on one side it is clearly incon- 
sistent in the use of binominal nomenclature; on the other, many of its 
names, of common or important animals, had broad currency, and_ their 
suppression would be undesirable. Finally (Opinion 417) is was decided to 
ban the book in general, but to keep the door open for the suspension of 
rules in special cases. 

Savage (1961), at the request of the American Society of Icthyologists 
and Herpetologists, analyzed Oken’s herpetological names and concluded that 
only Anilius, Amyda and Bombina were worth a suspension of the rules. 
Anilius, the only name releyant to South America, was validated by Opinion 
651 (1963). 

A note by H. M. Smith (1962) on Savage’s (1961) paper contains no 
new facts; it is just a statement of opinion. 


The reptiles and amphibians are on pages 178-354.

Abbildungen und Beschreibungen merkwiirdiger naturgesch- 
ichtlicher Gegenstiinde.

This is a most interesting book, which comprises articles on a variety 
(s.1.) of biological subjects, illustrated with at times primitive but handsome, 
aggressive and efficient color plates. Volume 1 contains an article on Croco 
dylus acutus; volume 2 the new species Lacerta caeruleocephala (= Cnemido- 
phorus Iemniscatus) and Amphisbaena alba. 

The first volume is dated 1818 on the title page, and the second 1822, 
but Sherborn (1922) has 1816-1822 for the work. 
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1817 
Cuvier, G. 


Le régne animal distribué d’aprés son organisation. Tome II, 
contenant les Reptiles, les Poissons, les Mollusques et les Annelidés. 
xviii + 532 pp. Paris: Deterville. 


Cuvier’s Régne Animal was the most important systematic work of its 
time, unanimously adopted, translated, adapted and paraphrased by many 
authors in many languages. Cuvier was not much concerned with comple- 
teness; he only included well known species, capable of documenting his 
generic concepts. He was also casual about nomenclature; the purist will 
have trouble citing many of the species treated. None of this even minimally 
detracts from the immense value of the work. 

The title page bears the date 1817, and this has become a byword. 
There has been dispute, however. Cowan (1969), who reviews the evidence 
and previous opinion, reaches the conclusion that the exact date should be 
7 December 1816. I do not think 3 weeks, without nomenclatorial conse- 
quences, should offset the mnemonic value of “Cuvier, 1817”. 

The reptiles and amphibians occupy pages 1-103. Polychrus first appears 
here.

Cuviers und Okens Zoologien neben einander gestellt. Isis von 
Oken 1817: 1145-1185. 


A collation, in parallel columns, of Oken’s (1816) and Cuvier’s (1812, 
1817) systems. (Cuvier, 1812, is not reported here because it deals only with 
the classes and orders). 

The genera of reptiles and amphibians are on p. 1183 (this paper is 
partly numbered by columns, as usual in the Isis, partly by pages). Only 3 
species are cited. The genus Hemidactylus, erected as “Hemidactyle” by Cuvier 
in 1817, is usually attributed to Oken, in this paper, where it is spelled 
“Hemidact.”, in Cuvier’s column. 


Tiedemann, F., M. Oppel & J. Liboschitz 


Naturgeschichte der Amphibien. Erstes Heft. Gattung Krokodil. 
88 pp., 15 pls. Heidelberg: Joseph Engelmann. 


This is a complete monograph of the crocodilians, anatomical, embryo- 
logical and systematic. The latter part comprises pages 55-84 and plates 3-15. 
The South American forms treated are Crocodilus sclerops (now Caiman 
crecodilus), C. palpebrosus, C. trigonatus (both now Paleosuchus), C. biscutatus 
(= C, acutus) and C. acutus. The plates are very good, even in xerographic 
copy. 


1818 
Ersch, J. S. & J. G. Grube 


Allgemeine Encyclopadie der Wissenschaften und Kiinste. 
(1818-1838). 


I have not been able to see this encyclopedia. I am informed that it 
contains numerous herpetological articles by Thon; Roze (1957) cites the 
work (a part published in 1838) on account of the spelling Pseudoerix for 
Pseudceryx, which leads me to think it is not an important book.

Moreau de Jonnés, A. 


Monographie du Mabouia des murailles, ou Gecko Mabouia des

The species is of course the present Hemidactylus mabouia. This paper 
is a pre-publication of the concluding part of a memoir that was published 
later (see Moreau de Jonnés, 1821).

The new genus Crotalinus (= Crotalus) is proposed.

This is purely a compilation; the classification reaches only the generic 
level, species being cited as illustrations. 

Four generic names are proposed of interest to South America: Helison 
and Elysia (both synonyms of Anilius), Thecadactylus, and Tutor (= Tupi- 
nambis).

Hemprich, W. 


Grundriss der Naturgeschichte fiir hohere Lehranstalten. Erste 
Auflage. 


I have not been able to find the first edition of this book, cited by 
Peters & Orejas-Miranda (1970) on account of the generic name Elysia 
(= Anilius). I have seen the second, posthumous edition (1829), in which 
the reptiles are treated on pages 382 to 400. Except for Elysia, I find nothing 
of interest. 


Kuhl, H. 


Beitrage zur Zoologie und vergleichende Anatomie. Frankfurt 
am Main: Hermann. 


These Beitrage are divided in two parts: “Beitrage zur Zoologie” by 
Kuhl, with 232 pages, and “Beitrige zur vergleichenden Anatomie” by Kuhl 
and J. C. van Hasselt, 151 pages. A subtitle to the latter advises that the 
figures and descriptions are by Kuhl. There are 11 plates in all. 


In the first part the only (and very tangentially) relevant matters are 
two short anatomical notes on Testudo tabulata and Coluber chiron 
(= Chironius fuscus), both in chapter 4, “Beitrage zur Anatomie der Amphi- 
bien”. 

In the second part, “Beitrage zur Kenntniss der Amphibien” (pages 
77-132), there are notes on some 160 species of reptiles. Some are described 
as new; of interest to us are only Scincus multifasciatus (— Mabuya 
mabouya), and Scincus monotropis (now Diploglossus). Some of the other 
species are assigned to authors, but many are not; a majority of them are, 
however, traceable. 


Merrem, B. 


Versuch eines Systems der Amphibien. 191 pp. Marburg: Johann 
Christian Krieger. 


This is a broad herpetological treatise, with parallel texts in German 
and Latin. The Latin title is “Tentamen Systematis Amphibiorum”. 


In spite of Merrem’s ayowedly limited resources, the book was very 
well received, and was frequently used as a basic reference by contemporary 
authors. 


All genera and species are diagnosed, and there are synonymies in 
footnotes. New genera containing South American species are Chalcis, Colobus 
(both synonyms of Bachia), Champse (= Crocodylus), Gymnophthalmus, 
Teius, and Matamata (= Chelus). 


For comments and criticisms see Kaup (1825), H. Boie (1825), and F. 
Boie (1827). 


Mikan, J. C. 


Delectus florae et faunae brasiliensis. 47 pp., 24 pls. Viena: 
Typ. Antonii Strauss. (1820-1825). 
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Mikan was one of the Austrian naturalists who came to Brasil with 
the Archduchess Leopoldina, bride of the first emperor. His book is a 
luxurious folio, extremely rare, composed of 4 fascicles with 6 plates (with 
text) each. Emys radiolata (now Platemys), Coluber nattereri (= Thamno- 
dynastes strigilis) and Coluber leucocephalus (= Tripanurgos compressus) 
are described in fascicle 1, 1820; Emys maximiliani (now Hydromedusa) in 
fascicle 6, 1825. 

Papavero (1971) has notes on Mikan’s life and travels in Brasil; Wetmore 
(1925) and Stearn (1956) on the dates of publication. 


1820 
Raddi, G. 


Di alcune specie nuovi di rettili e piante brasiliane. Atti. Soc. 
Ital. Sci. Modena 18: 1-39, pls. 1-3. 


Raddi, a botanist, was, as Mikan (q.v. 1820), one of the group of 
scientists who came over with Empress Leopoldina (Papavero, 1971). His 
materials are from the states of Rio de Janeiro and Guanabara, of which he 
gives an excellent geographical account. 

Raddi based his work on Daudin; he described 8 new species of snakes, 
of which only two are currently considered valid: Coluber bifossatus (now 
Mastigodryas), and C. pulcher (now Siphlophis). This is surprising, as all the 
descriptions are quite good and the neglected species quite recognizable, espe- 
cially since the type locality of all is the neighborhood of Rio. The same 
happens with the lizards: three new species are described but only one 
received recognition in the literature, Scincus agilis, currently considered a 
synonym of Mabuya m. mabouya. 

This work was published in two parts in the same journal; the second 
part came out in 1822. 


Wied-Neuwied, Maximilian, Prinz zu 


Reise nach Brasilien in den Jahren 1815 bis 1817. 2 volumes. 
Frankfurt a.M.: Henrich Ludwig Brénner. (1820-1821). 


Wied-Neuwied (Prinz Max to his contemporaries) was the first good, full 
time naturalist to work intensively in Sout America, specifically in eastern 
Brasil. His area was the middle third of the Atlantic forest, where he assembled 
excellent collections, ecologically well documented. 

Prince Max’s travels are described in two volumes, pleasant to read: 
the first [xxxivy + 380 + (5) pp.] published in 1820, the second (xviii + 345 
pp.) in 1821. Many species are described in footnotes, and there is much 
ecological and other information. The book is part of an ensemble, together 
with the Naturgeschichte (1825-1833) and the Abbildungen (1822-1831). 


Bokerman (1957) analyzes the itinerary and gives data on the several 
editions and translations of the Reise.

Besides the taxonomy of Boa, in fact of the family Boidae, with a very 
few extraneous species, there are notes on the heterogenous genus Pseudoboa 
and on Lachesis muta. Schneider comments on the work of other authors, 
but especially Daudin’s. 


Wagler, J. 
Ankiindigung: Die Amphibien. Isis von Oken 8: 337-342. 


A curious advertisement for, and, as far I can find out, the only mention 
of a book of plates, with text by Wagler, to be published by J. B. Geyer in 
Nirnberg. 

Following the advertisement there is a review of the sample fascicle, 
apparently made of 6 plates. Of (limited) interest to us are Cordylus azureus 
(now Uracentron), Amphisbaena fuliginosa and Psilocercus marmoratus (now 
Polychrus). 

The reviewer does not sign his critique, not even with initials, but it 
is quite clear that it was Oken himself. 

I have considered the possibility of this book being the same as or an 
earlier version of the Descriptiones et Icones (Wagler, 1828). However, there 
is no mention of the fact in the introduction to the latter, nor does it include 
the plates mentioned in the Isis.

3 (1823), “Chalcide” (437-438); volume 4 (1823), “Coralle” (455), “Couleuvre” 
(455), “Couleuvre” (575-590, one plate depicting Coluber richardi, = Leptophis 
a. ahaetulla); volume 5 (1824) “Crocodile” (97-115, 2 plates), “Crotale” 
(118-124). volume 6 (1824), “Erpétologie” (274-282, with a folding “tableau 
des ordres”); volume 7 (1825) “Gecko” (180-184, one plate); volume 8 (1825) 
“Iguane” (515-517); volume 10 (1826), “Marbré” (163); volume 14 (1828), 
“Rouleau” (691); volume 15 (1829), “Stellion” (626-628); volume 16 (1830), 
“Tortue” (295-300), “Tupinambis” (431-433), “Typhlops” (451-452), “Vipére” 
(598-607). 

All the articles in yolumees 1 through 14 are signed by “B.”, Bory de 
Saint-Vincent. Stellion, Tupinambis, and Typhlops by “Is. G. St-H”, Isidore 
Geoffroy de Saint-Hilaire. Tortue by “Less”; this does not correspond to 
any of the authors listed in the title page, and I suppose the author might 
be R. P. Lesson. Finaly, Vipére is signed by “A. R.”, Achille Richard. 


Fleming, J. 


The Philosophy of Zoology, or a general view of the structure, 
functions, and classification of animals. 2 volumes. Edinburgh: 
Archibald Constable & Co. London: Hurst, Robinson & Co. 


In the second volume Fleming gives a “General View of the Classifi- 
cation of the Objects of the Animal Kingdom”; the reptiles are on pages 
266-295. It is a running key to genera, with examples (but not consistently). 
Chelonura (= Chelydra) and Custa (= Tupinambis + Neusticurus) are new 
generic names relevant to South American herpetology. Feuer & Smith (1972) 
review Fleming’s book from the nomenclatural viewpoint.

I learnt of the existence of this book through Feuer & Smith (1972), 
whose complete citation I copy, as I obtained only a xerographic copy of 
the pages relating to South American reptiles and amphibians. 


As the title (“Zoology, or a general description of animals according to 
modern systematics, ... Vol. 3, Reptiles and amphibians”) indicates, this is 
not a work by a herpetologist, but a broad compendium written on the basis 
of current literature, singularly objetive, however, about popular beliefs, The 
treatment is at the generic level, with species cited as examples. It had remained 
forgotten until Feuer and Smith noticed that it was published in the same 
year as, but earlier than, Fleming’s “The philosophy of Zoology”, end was 
relevant to matters of priority in nomenclature. South American herpetology 
is not affected, however, from this viewpoint. n 

The South American forms treated are: Chelys fimbria (now Chelus 
fimbriatus), pp. 22-23; Alligator sclerops (now Caiman croccdilus), pp. 35-36; 
Tupinambis bicarinata (now Neusticurus), pp. 40-41; Lophyrus superciliosus

George Marcgrave was a German astronomer employed by Johann 
Moritz, Count of Nassau, governor of the Dutch colony temporarily established 
in northeastern Brasil in the seventeenth century. He published in 1648 a 
“Historia Naturalis Brasiliae”, which served as a source book to many early 
zoologists, including Linnaeus. The book is illustrated with bad (and frequently 
misplaced) woodcuts; these, however, were based on fine work by Marcgraye 
himself and probably by at least one court artist. 

Lichtenstein examined the original paintings; his comments are at times 
shrewd, at times naive. He proposed several new names, which were disre- 
garded by subsequent authors. 

There is a Brasilian edition, published in 1961 in the series “Brasiliensia 
Documenta”. It contains a pseudo-facsimilar text (reprinted in a fount similar 
to the original, and attempting to achieve the same distribution of lines and 
pages), a translation, notes and a bio-bibliography of Lichtenstein by Oliverio 
Pinto.

Schinz received data from Wied between the publication of the Reise and 
that of the Naturgeschichte and of the Abbildungen. Thirteen species of 
reptiles are attributed by Schinz to Prinz Max; of these 8 had already been 
described in the Reise; one was to be described by Wied only in 1825 
(Agama picta); two are not mentioned elsewhere (Lacerta vittata, Lacerta 
cyanom); one (Polychrus virescens) was commented upon in the Reise, Wied 
having realized that it was in fact P. marmoratus; the last species is Elaps 
corallinus, discussed by Roze (1966).

Ninety plates were published, in 15 Lieferungen of 6 plates each, accom- 
panied by a separately printed text in German and French, covering the 
mammals, birds, reptiles and amphibians of Wied’s trip through the middle 
Atlantic forest. The plates bear no number or date; fortunately, the Isis von 
Oken reviewed at least 14 of the 15 parts, and I find it possible to establish 
the following chronology for the reptiles:

6, Coluber venustissimus.

4 and 5, 
Lachesis rhombeata; pl. 6, Cophias bilineatus. This arrangement of plates is 
inferential. Isis places the 2 Tejus in separate plates, while they are on the 
seme. On the other hand, it cites only one plate of Lachesis rhombeata, while 
there are two and the text makes it clear that they are successive.

The travel account is important not only 
because of the itinerary but also for ecological notes and information on 
type localities it contais. 

The first volume (xiv + 412 pp.) was published in Miinchen, 1823, 
by M. Lindauer; the second (xviii, 413-884) also in Miinchen, 1828, by I. J. 
Leutner; the third (1vi, 885-1388, plus a “Geographischer Anhang” with 40 
pages) in 1831 by Martius himself in Miinchen and by Friedr. Fleischer in 
Leipzig. There is an annotated Brasilian translation published in 1938. Papa- 
vero (1971) has the itinerary. 

The reptiles of the trip were published by Spix (1824, 1825, 1840) and 
Wagler (1824).

Kaup (1825, 1828) criticized Spix’s turtles, being right and wrong with 
approximately the same frequency. Baur (1893) commented on some types.

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Kaup (1825) and Fitzinger (1826) criticized the work; Wagler (1827) 
replied in the same journal. Jan (1859) discussed the type materials, which 
he saw still with Wagler’s own labels.

Haworth, who had previously proposed a strictly dichotomic arran- 
gement of the Crustacea, desired to prove that the method was suitable to 
all groups, and so rearranged Merrem’s (1820) system, listing all genera. In 
a footnote to the table he changed Tortrix (ascribed by him to Merrem, but 
really of Oppel, 1811), preoccupied in the Lepidoptera, to Torquatrix and 
this is why the paper entered South American herpetological literature. 
Torquatrix Haworth, 1825, is a synonym of Anilius Oken, 1816, so it is 
unnecessary to bother with this hard-to-obtain and uninteresting paper.

Immediately after publication there was much dispute about the reality 
of the new species. H. Boie (1826) criticized the book, only sometimes 
correctly. So did, with better sense, Fitzinger (1827), who also referred to 
Boie’s critique. Spix (1826) replied to Boie, but did not live to see Fitzinger’s 
paper (he died in March 1826). Wied (1830, see Wied, 1825), in the third 
volume of the Beitrage, commented on some species independently described 
by himself and by Spix. 

W. Peters (1877) reviewed the types, originally in Miinchen, and in 
large part destroyed during the Second World War.

The main herpetological part is in volume 1 (xxii + 614 pp., 1 plate). 
In the second volume, on mammals (620 pp., 5 pls.), there are additions, 
corrections, and supplements to the first volume (pp. 605-609), including 
replies to Boie’s and Kaup’s criticisms in the Isis von Oken. In the third 
volume (1275 pp., 1 pl.), first part of the birds, there is a section (pp. 1263- 
-1265) of comments on Spix (1825) and Wagler (1824). In the fourth volume 
(96 pp., 2 pls.), there is nothing of relevance to us. 


Contemporary criticism was by Kaup (1826) and H. Boie (1826).

Fitzinger was a fairly competent herpetologist, but a terrible splitter, 
one who would erect new taxa based on the flimsiest literary evidence, and 
who would change previous names without explicit or apparent reason. He 
was lucky, however, to be one of the earliest herpetologists to do so and of 
thus having a sizable, if undeserved and aleatory, proportion of his new 
names confirmed later. In this book are proposed 16 new genera for South 
American reptiles, of which 5 survive. He went farther in 1843. 

This first work is divided in two parts. Pages 1 to 43 contain keys 
successively to the orders, families and genera of the class Reptilia (amphibians 
included). The second is a sort of primitive check-list, with name (both 
scientific and common), author and distribution. Many names are clearly 
new, but, unaccompanied by description, definition, or indication, remain 
nomina nuda. 

Schlegel (1827) reviewed this book critically, especially from the 
viewpoint of a comparison with H. Boie’s unpublished work which Fitzinger 
used and, Schlegel says, deformed (See also Schlegel, 1826; Wagler, 1827). 

Later Fitzinger (1843) produced a larger and more detailed system of 
the reptiles and amphibians.

This is a sort of an advance book review, of a book that Temminck 
would write on the Leiden collections (“Galérie Zoologique du Muséum des 
Pays Bas”), including H. Boie’s herpetology of Java, based on his own work 
and on the notes left by Kuhl and van Hasselt, both deceased in the field. 
This book seems never to have been written. Schlegel’s reason for giving

qu’il s’est approprié, dans ses mémoires, plusieurs découvertes erpétologiques 
de M. Boie, qui lui avaient été communiquées de confiance par ce savant, ... 

M. Fitzinger a admis dans son ouvrage les observations que M. Boié 
lui a communiquées dans sa correspondance; mais en les dénaturant d’aprés 
sa maniére particuliére de voir”. 

Boie’s system extends much beyond the herpetology of Java, and it is 
a pity so little of his reasoning has remained; see however F. Boie (1827) 
and Schlegel (1827). Schlegel lists for each genus the species present in the 
Leiden collection.

20, Scytale coronata (now Pseudoboa) (1830 or 1844); pl. 22, Dendrophis 
ahaetulla (now Leptophis (1830). 


The dates given inside the parentheses are those cited by Boulenger 
in the respective British Museum Catalogues, where practically all of Guérin’s 
species are cited. For Scytale coronata Boulenger gives no date; there are, 
however, two other species in the plate, Eryx bengalensis, to which he assigns 
1830, and Erpeton tentaculatus, 1844. The latter date is certainly that of the 
text, not of the plate. Boulenger otherwise cites 1844 for Vipera berus (pl. 
23), and Acanthophis cerastinus (pl. 24). 


In any case, there are no problems of priority linked to Guérin’s 
herpetological plates; their value lies in illustrating the concepts of the 
Paris group.

At last, in paragraph 
2 (pp. 34-65) we have the “Description de quelques reptiles nouveaux ou peu 
connus”. Four South American reptiles, all lizards and all presently valid, 
are described: Calotes chiliensis (p. 36, pl. 1, fig. 2; now Liolaemus); Lophyrus 
brasiliensis (p. 37, pl. 1, fig. 3; now Enyalius); Lophyrus araucanus (p. 39, 
pl. 2, fig. 1; now a valid race of Tropidurus peruvianus); Stellio peruvianus 
(p. 40, pl. 2, fig. 2; now Tropidurus). The plates are good.

The first 72 pages comprise the general part (to p. 35), the chelonians 
(to p. 63), the crocodilians (to p. 67), the ichthyosaurs and plesiosaurs (pp. 
67-69), and the beginning of the lizards (to the first species, Gecko inunguis, 
p. 72). The 1834 part enters the snakes, and the final pages (1835) complete 
the snakes and comprise the amphibians. 


There is no novelty, but it is throughout competent compilation, and 
gives good access to the older literature.

This magnificent treatise marks the apex and the abrupt end of the 
French golden age of herpetology; all of French herpetology, from now to 
the middle eighteen sixties, reyolyes around this book. 

Volumes 1-6 and 8 are by C. Duméril and Bibron; A. Duméril collabo- 
rated in yolumes 7 and 9. 

The whole work is permeated — as one learns from contemporary 
comments — by the personalities of ‘the elder Duméril and of Bibron; the 
younger Duméril, to develop later, is pallid here. 

Constant Duméril, the disciple of Cuvier, an autocratic soul, planned 
the work according to the old tradition: history, generalities, classification, 
detailed treatment of the genera and species. The etymological criteria are 
severe. The authority of the masters is revered. The species are numbered, 
and the numbers carried over in later publication (Duméril & Duméril, 1851; 
A. Duméril, 1852, 1856). The criteria of authorship are extremely subjective: 
the “Nobis” attached to a name may mean anything from a veritable new 
species to a subtle change in a diagnosis, or to an expectation of moral rights 
over some form already published by somebody else. 

Gabriel Bibron, as amply witnessed by many testimonials at the time 
of his untimely death, was a painstaking, solid, but frequently perceptive 
worker at the level the Professor allotted him: the description of the species. 
Nowadays one may smile at his care with characters of little meaning (the 
exact proportions of polygonal shields, for instance), but the idea of a cold 
detailed description was a great innovation, and I know of no one before 
pe stressing it. Certainly not Duméril, a man of higher taxa and synoptic 
tables. 

The first volume (1834, xxiv + 447 pp.) contains: (i) the indispensable 
“Discours préliminaire” (pp. i-xxiv); (ii) a general anatomy and physiology 
of the reptiles (pp. 1-224; remember the amphibians were still included); (iii) 
a bibliography of general works on the reptiles; (iv) the generalities on and 
the bibliography of the chelonians. 

The discours préliminaire, not signed but obviously written by C. Duméril, 
besides defending his “méthode analytique” (that would be better called 
“dichotomique”), has a brief but useful history of the Paris collections since 
1802, when Duméril took over from Lacépéde. It is the only place, for 
instance, where we find that Vautier’s collections were made in Rio de 
Janeiro and Minas Gerais — and so pin down the type locality of Urostrophus 
vautieri. 

The bibliography, including many pre-Linnean works and biographical 
notes, is extremely informative. It is a pity that, like all the bibliographies 
of major groups that follow, it is full of mistakes — in the name of the 
journals, in the dates of publication, in the titles (usually translated); indeed, 
wherever an error could be made it was made. It took me three years of 
assiduous correspondence and harassing of colleagues and libraries to go 
through them. 
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The second yolume (1835; ii + 680 pp.) gives the systematics of the 
chelonians and the generalities on the lizards (crocodilians included). 


Volume 3 (1836; iv + 517 pp.) has the crocodilians, chameleons, geckos 
and varanids (Heloderma included), plus a section on fossils. The Avertisse- 
ment to this yolume refers to the sequence of publication of the plates. 


Volume 4 (1837; ii + 571 pp.) lists new collections received, states 
that Bibron examined the British collections, and treats the iguanids (agamids 
included). 

Volume 5 (1839; viii + 854 pp.) concludes the lizards (amphisbaenids 
included). There is a review of the general system of classification. 

Volume 6 (1844; xii + 609 pp.) begins the snakes: the general part 
and the lower families up to the boids. 


Volume 7 has two parts. The first (1854, vii + 780 pp.) announces the 
death of Bibron (of tuberculosis at the age of 42), and includes an obituary. 
This is the first volume in which A. Duméril is cited as co-author. It includes 
esate snakes. The second part (1854; xii, 781-1536) concludes the 
snakes, 


Volumes 8 and 9, on the amphibians, of no concern of ours here, were 
published respectively in 1841 and 1854. 

The Atlas contains 120 plates (numbered from 1 to 108, with 12 “bis” 
plates), in general outstanding. 

The long time it took to publish the Erpétologie made necessary the 
publication of one supplement (Duméril & Duméril, 1851). Otherwise, C. 
Duméril (1853) published a “Prodrome de la classification des reptiles ophi- 
diens”, containing a review of his system, a review of volume 6 of the Erpé- 
tologie, and the system to be adopted in volume 7. 


The 1853 paper is very important, not only for the conceptual part, 
but also because the genera (including many new ones) are diagnosed with 
a complete check-list of the species. 


It is also an important feature of the Erpétologie that, as Gray rather 
bitingly says in 1873. C. Duméril was the Professor, with unlimited power 
over collections and ideas. Thus, all materials from the French long maritime 
voyages and terrestrial explorations, collected and partly studied in the field 
by ship surgeons, or by expedition naturalists, later in Paris identified and 
described, under Bibron’s tutorship, by junior zoologists, were cannibalized 
into the Erpétologie, pending publication of the complicated and tiresome 
livraisons of the respective voyage reports. This emptied much of the content 
cf the individual accounts, that survive mostly on the strength of illustration, 
consistently excellent, and of accurate locality data, consistently absent in 
the Erpétologie. On the other hand, the latter gained immensely as a reference 
work, in which field it was irreplaceable until the advent cf Boulenger and 
the definitive British Museum catalogues. See, on this, Cocteau & Buibron 
(1839), Eydoux & Souleyet (1842), d’Orbigny (1847), the introduction in 
Duméril & Duméril (1851), Jacquinot & Guichenot (1853), A. Duméril (1855), 
Guichenot (1855).

In the additions there is a note on Tropidurus chilensis (— Liolaemus 
chiliensis) with the description of Tropidurus olivaceus (= Liolaemus 
chiliensis).

In the remainder of the book, dedicated to Mexican crocodilians and 
lizards, there are keys to Cnemidophorus (Ameiva included) and Euprepis 
(including part of Mabuya); Anolis biporcatus, that extends its range to South 
America, is described here.

Wiegmann did the book reviews in his Archiv from 1835 to 1839. Then 
probably his health failed, as the 1840 volume, with no review of the 
“Amphibia”, appeared under the editorship of Troschel, who later continued 
the book reviews (see Troschel, 1841). 
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The latter, both by Wiegmann and Troschel, being detailed, are extre- 
mely useful, and afford a solution to many problems of date and authorship. 
Thus I have listed all of Wiegmann’s reviews here, as well as Troschel’s 
up to the beginning of the Zoological Record (see Troschel, 1841). 


Occasionally, like all reviewers of systematic work, Wiegmann intro- 
duced some small original contribution. In this issue he added to his own 
description of Coronella chamissonis (now Alsophis), and proposed the new 
name Hypselopus (not Hypsilophus as in Peters & Donoso-Barros, 1970) as 
a replacement for Hypsibatus, preoccupied (= Plica). See also Peters (1864).

This was intended as a complete treatise on the turtles. Unfortunately, 
only about 60 plates were prepared, and of these only 20 published, the 
publisher having failed.

Twenty-two species are represented, of which 4 South American: Emys 
scabra (= Callopsis punctularia), Kinosternon scorpioides, Testudo carbo- 
naria (now Geochelone), and Testudo tabulata (= Geochelone denticulata). 


The highly interesting introductory part was also published in instalments, 
and ends abruptly in the middle of a sentence, on page xxiv. The critical 
history of chelonography (pp. iii — xii) is particularly valuable. 


Sherborn (1922) says that parts 1-3 were published in 1836, and part 
8 in 1842, 


In 1872 (see Sowerby & Lear, 1872) the complete set of extant plates 
was published, with an introduction and text by Gray; no further South 
American species are represented. The book was reprinted in 1970 by the 
Society for the Study of Amphibians and Reptiles, with a new introduction 
by E. E. Williams, who collated the plates, brought the identifications up to 
date and gave biographies of Bell, Sowerby and Lear. 


On the fate of Bell’s materials there has been some debate (Francis, 
1872; Clark, 1872) settled. by Bell himself (1872): some duplicate shells went 
to Cambridge, but the bulk of the collection was purchased by Hope and 
donated to Oxford.

The third edition (1825, 5 volumes) 
was the last to be published by Cuvier, who died in 1832. The fourth edition

In this edition the reptiles are in yolumes 9 and 10, both published in 
1836, the pertinent plates being in the second volume of the Atlas. 


Volume 9 (501 pp.) treated the crocodilians and turtles. There is a 
review of the Recent species of crocodilians (pp. 25-133), but nothing ana- 
logous for the turtles, only a general osteology. 


In volume 10, the part on the osteology of the Recent lizards (pp. 1-98) 
contains many comments on South American forms, relevant to systematics.

28, now Drymarchon), 
Herpetodryas carinatus (p. 131, pl. 4 — skull and dentition, identification 
not certain as Chironius carinatus), Herpetodryas margaritiferus (p. 132, pl. 
44, now Drymobius), Dryophis catesbyi (p. 114, = Oxybelis fulgidus), Boa 
murina (p. 55, pl. 17, now Eunectes), Elaps surinamensis (p. 137, pl. 46, now 
Micrurus), and Elaps lemniscatus (p. 138, pl. 46, now Micrurus).

Schlegel succeeded H. Boie, who died, as Kuhl and van Hasselt, in 
Java, at an early age. Schlegel had previously, in 1826 and 1827, published 
papers intended to save from pillage Boie’s conceptual work, based on his 
own studies, as well as on those of Kuhl and van Hasselt. The present book 
is Schlegel’s major substantive work (the Abbildungen involved no theory). 

Schlegel’s system itself never gained much favor; it reads well, but 
does not result into plausible assemblages of species. However, the work 
has been and keeps being very usetul, given the thoroughness of the descrip- 
tions, based primarily on the rich and well-worked Leiden collections, and 
complementarily on an examination of the major Continental collections of 
the time. 

The first volume contains an introductory letter to Temminck (pp. 
i-xxviii), on Schlegel’s career and work, and the contemporary history of 
herpetology, which I consider mandatory reading. Next come (pp. 1-109) 
general matters, and (pp. 109-126) ‘a valuable “Historie de l’Ophiologie”. 
l’ages 126-194 comprise a “reyue synoptique”, and an extended apology for 
Schlegel’s system. The volume ends with an essay on the geographical distri- 
bution of snakes, of historical yalue, if any. 

The second yolume is descriptive, and its contents can be adequately 
traced through Boulenger’s Catalogue. 

The Atlas aims at assembling in a single plate the heads of the species 
of a given genus (or section of one). Since Schlegel’s system never had 
general acceptance, this feature fails-the intention. Thus the book stands 
cn the general part, on the adequate description of new species (mo genera) 
and on the clear illustration of contemporary concepts at Leiden. 

The types of several South American species described by Schlegel are 
in the Paris Museum and were reviewed by Guibé & Roux-Esteve (1972).

Troschel’s (1841) review 
notes the appearance of the corresponding French volume in 1839. Boulenger 
dates the snakes from 1843. 


The direct interest of this books to us lies in the new genus Tropidophis 
and its synonym Leionotus, and in the new species Urotheca dumerilii (now 
Rhadinaea).

The present article was first published in abstract form and later (1842) 
in full. It contains (p. 899) a discussion of Draconura, a heterogeneous assem- 
blage of Anolis, with the description of D. 12-striata (= A. auratus), and (p. 
900) a note on Coluber pallidus (now Thamnodynastes). The volume that 
contains the complete paper is dated 1843, but is listed by Troschel (1843) 
as being published in 1842 (but not seen). The section on Draconura is on 
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pages 61-65 (with a figure on pl. 1) and that on Coluber pallidus on pages 
67-70 (with two figures on pl. 1). 

The remaining paper and its abstract were both published in 1846 
(q.v.).

This work begins by an examination of the basic aspects of Schlegel’s 
system (pp. 1-13) which is followed, although not always willingly. The 
comments on the species present in the Pavia collection are sensible, but not 
very important. One new species is described, Calamaria favae, that remained 
in the South American lists for many years and is now inquirenda (see Peters 
& Donoso-Barros, 1971). 


Boulenger, in the second volume of the British Museum Catalogue 
(1894) and Peters & Orejas-Miranda (1971) have the same page numbers I 
have. However, Troschel (1843) notes pages 169 and 306 of the journal, so 
what we probably have is a reprint, with pages independently numbered. 

It is hard to judge from Troschel’s note whether the 1840 volume of 
the Biblioteca Italiana was published in 1842 or only came to his attention 
in 1842. It hardly matters.

Agassiz’s Nomenclator is a list of generic and suprageneric names, with 
abridged bibliographical citations, etymology and allocation to the systematic 
category immediately above in rank. 


The work was published in Solothurn (Soleure) in fascicles with 
independent pagination. Fascicle 6 contains the reptiles and fascicles 7 and 
8, jointly published, addenda to all groups, each group having independent 
pagination within the fascicles. Nowhere did I find mention of the dates 
of the individual fascicles. The matter is not really important, as there are 
no problems of priority involved. However, for the sake of tidiness I tried 
to date the book from internal evidence. Fascicles 7-8 (addenda) were 
published in 1846 and contain names published in 1845. Fascicle 6 mentions 
Fitzinger (1843) but neither Gray (1844) nor the sixth volume of the Erpé- 
tologie Générale; remember that Gray and Duméril were among the reviewers 
of the work. Thus I adopt the date 1844 for fascicle 6. 


In 1846 Agassiz published the Index to the Nomenclator, omitting the 
bibliographical information and adding homonymies to plant genera. He 
also proposed many spelling emendations, that have nomenclatural value. 
Releyant to South America are Anileos (p. 23), Leposternum (p. 205), Lima- 
dophis (pp. 203, 210), Liosaurus (pp. 204, 212), Oxyrrhopus (p. 268), Stiro- 
lepis (pp. 350, 352), and Hyperanodon (pp. 190, 384). The 1846 Index, in 
quarto, is usually bound with the Nomenclator. A 1848 octavo edition is 
said to differ from the first one; I have not seen it.

However, Gistel was a man _ highly 
preoccupied with nomenclatural matters, and in the introduction (pp. viii-xi) 
he included a list of generic homonyms and of names that for some reason 
he considered inadequate (mostly Gistel was against naming animals after 
people). His concept of homonymy was broader than the current one, including 
botanical names and varieties of spelling. Many genera that occur in South 
America are mentioned; as new (replacement) names are proposed Elabites, 
for Euprepis Wagler (a synonym of Mabuya) and Plastor, for Oxybelis Wagler. 
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Gistel’s name is frequently spelled Gistl. Strand (1917) has biographical 
and bibliographical data.

One 
of the latter, Peropus neglectus, is described as being from Rio in the Proceed- 
ings; it is stated in the Herpetology that the label got lost in unpacking, 
and the locality is assigned on the basis of recollection of the ship nattralists. 
The name is a synonym of Lenidodactylus lugubris (Peters & Donoso-Barros, 
1970), and there is no doubt that the locality is a mistake. 


Peters & Donoso-Barros accept the date 1857 for the Proceedings papers, 
but the Academy Index (1913) leaves no doubt about it being 1858.

The plates, drawn by Sordelli, 
are exceptionally vivid and accurate, and cover a very broad range of species. 
The specimens depicted frequently have definite localities; they represent 
the opinions of the best herpetologists of the time, as almost all important 
collections were loaned to Jan; many types are represented. Ony the British 
(Gray in Giinther, 1859) and Berlin (Peters, 1862) museums refused to loan 
their collections. Jan’s system was highly personalistic and unorthodox, but 
with the help of the British Museum Catalogue (Boulenger, 1893) and of 
Peters & Orejas-Miranda (1970), the Iconographie is in reality the poor man’s 
collection — indispensable in identifying difficult specimens. 

The first volume comprises 102 plates in 17 livraisons: 1 (1860), 2 
(1861), 3-8 (1864), 9-14 (1865), 15-17 (1866). It covers the lower families and 
part of the colubrids. 


The second volume comprises also 102 plates in 17 livraisons: 18-19 
(1866), 20-25 (1867), 26-30 (1868), 31-33 (1869), 34 (1870). It is all given to 
colubrids. 

Volume 3 has 96 plates in 16 livraisons: 35-37 (1870), 38 (1871), 39-42 
(1872), 43-44 (1873), 45-46 (1874), 47 (1875), 48 (1876), 48 (1879), 50 (1881). 
It completes the higher families. 


There are scattered drawings of skulls throughout the book, but plates 
2-6 of the last livraison are especially given to them. 


This immense work took a long time to prepare and publish. Sordelli 
pushed it through to completion, Jan haying died in 1866. It involved the 
publication of many interim papers by Jan, the history of which is compli- 
cated by republications and extracts, with different page arrangements. Refe- 
rence to Conci (1967) is mandatory. 


The first satellite paper to be published was the Cenni (1857). This 
contains a notice of the Milan museum and a list (pp. 35-55) of the herpeto- 
logical collection, with some synonymies (indicated by parentheses), and 
some nomina nuda, explicity stated, however, to be provisional. 


The 1858-1859 paper in the Révue et Magazin de Zoologie (Plan d’une 
Iconographie) begins (1858: 438-439) with a letter from A. Duméril, that 
lists the collections made ayailable to Jan (about this, and the conspicuous 
absence of the British Museum materials, see a footnote by Gray in Giinther’s 
1859 revision of South American Elaps). Follows (to p. 449) a section on 
method. In the second part of the 1858 paper (pp. 514-527) there is a revision 
of the elapids, with a key and review of the South American species, some 
new. In the 1858 issue of the Révue the paper continues with the elapids 
(pp. 122-130), the sea snakes (pp. 148-151) and a synopsis of the viperids. 
The 3 plates do not include South American forms. 

Conci (1967) refers to a separately published 12 page extract of the 
first part; this I have not seen. I have a reprint (1859, Prodrome d’une 
Iconographie) also listed by Conci, of course, comprising pp. 514-527 of the 
1858 article verbatim, pp. 123-130 and 148-157 of the 1859 article with minor 
changes that do not concern South America, and 8 plates. Of these, plates 
4, 5 and 9 of the Révue are maintained, but 9 becomes 6. Additionally there 
are the new A-E plates, of which A and B contain South American Micrurus. 


Still in the 1859 Révue (pp. 505-512) there are additions and corrections 
to the “Plan et Prodrome”. Pages 505-508 contain general matters, of rele- 
vance where they touch on the list of collections examined. South American 
species are treated on page 509. 

In 1861 Jan published in the Archiv fiir Naturgeschichte his generic 
concepts of the Typhlopidae (Leptotyphlopidae included), referring throughout 
to the Iconographie. In the same year he expanded this article in the Archivio 
per la Zoologia, l’Anatomia e la Fisiologia; on pages 179-183 the snakes are

treated, and in the remainder of the article Jan recounts rather emotionally 
his labors, with useful notes on collections and collectors. This paper was 
criticized by Peters (1862). 


Still in 1861 Jan published in the Archiv fiir Naturgeschichte a review 
or the family Homalopsidae, including several South American colubrid 
genera. 


In the same journal, in 1862, Jan proposed his system of the Erycidae 
(part of the Boidae) and Tortricidae (Aniliidae and Xenopeliidae). I have 
a reprint of this article (pages numbered 1-16) without indication of publisher. 


The next work in the series is a paper on the Calamaridae, in the 
Archivio per la Zoologia, 1862. This was reprinted in the same year with the 
title “Prodromo ... II. Part. V. Gruppo. Calamaridae”, with a Proemio repro- 
ducing the typhlopid paper (pp. 193-199) and adding notes on further collec- 
tions received. H. M. Smith (1943) presented a collation of the two printings, 
which are not identical, contrary to those of the other papers. To this paper 
was published an addition, in the same journal and issue, dealing with forms 
of (currently) Atratus. 


In 1863, in the Archivio, Jan published his Coronellidae (part of the 
Colubridae). The paper was also reprinted in the same year, without changes 
except in page numbers. 


Still in 1863 Jan brought out the Elenco of the snakes included in the 
Iconographie. It is a check list with keys, and an indication of the localities 
and museums. In earlier works Jan stated that the Elenco should be an 
instrument to facilitate exchanges between museums, but in the work itself 
nothing is said. 

The last paper connected with the Iconographie was published in the 
Archivio in 1864, dealing with the Potamophilidae, a heterogeneous assem- 
blage of water snakes. This was again reprinted, without changes, beyond 
the title (see Jan, 1864) in the same year. 


Peters (1862) criticized sharply the drawings of the heads of typhlopids. 
Giinther (1862 and in the Zoological Record, 1865, 1866, 1867) also reviewed 
very unfavourably the work. The Iconographie, however, until the advent 
of Boulenger, was much better than anything the British Museum had to 
offer. Ironically enough, the best employment the Iconographie has found is 
as an adjunct to Boulenger’s Catalogue (1893), masterly in concept, insight 
and execution, but meagerly and uninspiredly illustrated. 

The Iconographie was reprinted in 1961, without any explanatory or 
critical materials, by a consortium of publishers (J. Cramer, Weinheim; 
Wheldon & Wesley, Codicote/Herts.; Hafner Publishing Co., New York).

When the French intervened in Mexico and placed Maximilian on his 
shaky throne, they decided to send to the country a civilizing mission. Marie- 
-Fermin Bocourt, taxidermist at the Paris Museum, was the chosen naturalist. 
He embarked late in 1864, but could not work in Mexico: Juarez was up in 
arms. The French government, however, allowed him to explore instead 
Guatemala and, to a lesser extent, other parts of Central America. There he 
stayed until 1867. 


The “Etudes sur les Reptiles” are the outcome of this trip, but by no 
means a study of the collections made. They are incorporated in the work, 
but do not determine its structure. This depends on rather peculiar zoogeo- 
graphic concepts on the nature of the Central American (and Mexican) herpe- 
tofauna: many foreign species were included because they were expected to 
occur in the area or thought to be relevant to an understanding of the regional 
fauna. To a South American modern observer the logic of the choices is not 
always apparent. 


However, the illustration is usually good and on occasion excellent, 
and the work, as Jan & Sordelli’s (1860) Iconographie Générale des Ophi- 
diens, is an admirable adjunct to Boulenger’s catalogues. 


It was originally intended that the book would be a collaboration 
between Auguste Dumeéril and Bocourt (for curiosity’s sake one might read 
what Gray (1873), has to say with characteristic biliosity). Duméril would 
undertake the descriptive part, Bocourt the illustrative. But the former died 
in 1870, shortly after the publication of the first livraison; Bocourt proceeded 
alone until his death in 1904; Mocquard was drafted to finish the work. 
Thus Duméril & Bocourt are the authors of the first livraison, Bocourt of 
livraisons 2-15, and Mocquard of livraisons 16-17.

Boulenger is one of the finest zoologists of all time; if I comment on 
him it is much less from my work’s needs than for personal satisfaction — 
the debt of herpetology to him is unrequitable. He finished the British Museum 
Catalogues, the basis of modern herpetology, at the age of 38. 


In the context of his age, he would not be a field man, but everything 
else he had in the highest degree: a feeling, not readily exhibited but ever 
unmistakably present, for anatomy and suprageneric systematics; taxonomic 
sense; command, with insight, of the literature; the tersest and most efficient 
style in descriptions; and composure in controversy. 


The Catalogue has 3 volumes. The first (1885, xii + 436 pp., 32 pls.) 
comprises the (present usage) Gekkonidae, Pygopodidae and Agamidae. The 
second (1885, xiii + 497 pp., 24 pls.) has the Iguanidae, Xenosauridae, Cordy- 
lidae, Anguidae, Anniellidae, Helodermatidae, Varanidae, Xantusiidae, Teiidae 
and Amphisbaenidae. The third (1887, xii + 575 pp., 40 pls.) concludes with 
the Lacertidae, Gerrhosauridae, Scincidae, Anelytropsidae, Dibamidae, Cha- 
maeleotidae, additions and corrections. 


The format differs from that inaugurated (in herpetology) by Gray 
(1844); the new model is that used by Giinther (1858) in the Batrachia 
Salientia: the keys and descriptions are separately presented. 


There is also a reprint series of Boulenger’s work relevant to the New 
World (see Boulenger, 1880) and it contains a biographical note by one of 
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his co-workers. To me, however, M. Smith’s (1938) obituary note remains the 
best appraisal of the best herpetologist ever.

Grande do Sul. He used to send part of his zoological materials to specialists 
in Europe, always keeping representative samples. Later (1894) he was brought 
to S. Paulo to direct the Museu Paulista, to which he donated his collections. 
The zoological section of the Museu was transformed, in 1939, into the 
Departamento de Zoologia, Secretaria da Agricultura, and this, in 1969, into 
the Zoological Museum of the University of S. Paulo, where Ihering’s mate- 
rials are kept. 

The first collection sent to Boulenger contained 31 species of reptiles. 
Described as new are Enyalius iheringii, Liolaemus occipitalis, and Coronella 
iheringii (= Rhadinaea affinis). 

In the second paper Boulenger reported on another collection sent by 
Ihering; he described as new Anisolepis Iheringii, g.n., sp.n. (now Anisolepis 
undulatus). Geophis reticulatus (now Atractus), and Leptognathus ventrima- 
culatus (now Sibynomorphus). 


In the third paper Boulenger presented a collation of his and Cope’s 
(1885, Twelfth Contribution) identifications of Rio Grande do Sul reptiles.

It is an admirable work, massive and detailed and yet extremely intelli- 
gent. It touches South American herpetology only tangentially, but I consider 
it mandatory reading. For one thing, the preface, a short one, is firm, dry, 
and places Cope in square relationship with his contemporaries. Personally, 
I always like to read the mutual references between Cope and Boulenger, 
presumably too very different persons. Otherwise, all the discussions between 
the level of order and that of genus are important, as they encompass the 
totality of the taxa; they are especially relevant when Cope expounds, conci- 
sely and with immense objectivity, the evolution of ideas on classification. 

If Cope had been a simple neo-herpetologist, this would have been an 
impressive work. Considering his fantastic output in other fields, it becomes 
a matter of wonder.
